It 
was found necessary to leave guards 
at some of the railroad bridges, which seces- 
sionists in our own State threatened and at- 
tempted to burn. It is not strange that at 
these points Alien should have received a 
very large yote.

Before 
the men had even losded their pieces, a full 
and steady volley, fromthe effectsof which 
ii did not recover. That one fire—delivered 
almost as a complete surprise, and which our 
men could not return—cut down, perhaps, 
one-fifth of the regiment, and demoralized 
the remainder. No more service was had from 
the 100d that day, and, what was worse, the 
men began to stream to the rear with the old 
story of cut to pieces.” 

FORMATION OF THE BATTLE.

THE EMANCIPATION BILL, 

The majority by which the House reconsid- 
ered ite rejection of the bill li the 
slaves of rebels, and recommitted it to the 
select committee, astounded the Democrats 
aud surprised the most sanguine Republicans, 
No one looked for more than ten ority, 
bat the motion to reconsider prevailed b 
nineteen. The conserve-slavery party had 
every man On the ground, tucluding Colonel 
Fouke, bropght all the way from Illinois, and 
moved a cali of the House, to render every 
man's attendance 8 certainty. 

When tne House met the seats of the Dem- 
ocratic side seemed ful and the leaders 


hoped for victory, through Republican ab- 
sentee ism, which has several times this ses- 
sion secured the passage of a bad bi!l or the 
defeat of agood one. Three Kepubdlicans only 
wilfully stopped their e viz: Mesers. Gran- 
ger of Michigan, against whom former friends 
talk very bitterly, some even going so far as 
to call him a traitor to the party by which he 
was elected. Mr. Horton of Ohio, and Mr. 
Diven of New York, paired with Mr. Olin, 
whe voted for the bill last week. Mr. Harrti- 
son of Ohio, who voted with Mr Horton, is 
not classed as a Kepiibiican. The two Raode 
Island members and the Democratic members 
from Connecticat, voted against reconsidera- 
tion. Allthe Massachusetts members except 
Thomas, who was elected as a Unionist, 
voted for recensidcration. 

Mr. Fisher ot Delaware, who did not vote at 
all, and Mr. Casey of Kentucky, who only 
voted against laying on the table, were in tee 
House, but, — * om border slave States 
were cautious. following were paired:
